by the Lehigh company in the 
jfleton region. 
If all of them notify 
’J u t employes by posting notices or 
otherwise that an actual advance of IO 
per cent w ill be paid every mine em ­

I, 
1901, together 
w ith tho abolition of the sliding scale, I 
believe that the terms would be accepted 
by the mine owners. 
Tho r ed u c tio in 
powder from $2.75 to $1.50 has contused 
the m inds of the m iners, but some of 
the operators have so fully explained 
how contract Briner* could receive the 
full advance of IO per cent, as well a* 
all other employes, that I Indieve that 
every obstacle can be overcom e.” 
Although, as President M itchell cays, 
the outlook for an early settlem ent of 
the strike is bright, it is difficult to 
male' a prediction as to when the end 
w ill come.

; April. 
Among these are the Delaware,

■ to issue a supplemental notice. 
Tbs largest labor demonstration ever 
beld in this city took place yesterday 
when nearly 7000 m iners paraded the 
streets. In a carriage at their head rode 
President M itchell, who was received 


I w ith enthusiasm all along the march. 
I Thousands of m iners accompanied by 
their fam ilies came to the city from 
every m ining town in the region to view 
the parade. 
Besides the miners from 
this vicinity there were 150 men in line 
w ho had tramped 18 m iles over the 
m ountains from the Panther creek val­ 
ley. 
President Mitchell appears very cheer­ 
ful and hi* man aer indicated that the 
time is neat at hand when ail the an­ 
thracite miners now on a strike will re­ 
turn to the mines. 
As soeu as all the 
notices guaranteeing the payment of 
the advance until April I are posted. 
President Mitchell will call a meeting 
of the national executive board at which 
it is believed the strike will be declared 
off. 
For the first time ainee the anthracite 
coal strike, a public appeal for aid was 
made at Shamokin by a committee call- 
j ing on business men and collecting mon­ 
ey and provisions for impoverished farni-

The Hillside, Temple and Connell 
j companies are the only important oper­ 
ators in tho Scranton region to comply 


I with the agreement of last Thursday’s 
I oouference of operators to post notices 
guaranteeing the original offer until 
April I. 
Discontent among the striking miners 
of the Wyoming valley is growing and 
unless the strike is settled soon they will 
be hard to control. 
A m ajority of tv- .te n are w illing aud 
anxious to go to worn aud if . President 
M itchell should call the strike off even 
with the powder question unsettled, he 
would receive more credit from his fol­ 
lowers than to allow' the contest to drag 
on w ith tho chance of losing iii the end. 
The strikers say they are well organ­ 
ized now aud they can afford to w ait 
aw hile before dem anding other conces­
